GENERAL  OBSERVAHONS. 

The  compilation  of  this  Report  has  taken  considerable  time 
and  trouble,  and  I have  to  thank  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
(Mr.  Wreford)  lor  his  kind  and  constant  assistance. 

The  calculation  of  the  Vital  Statistics  is  disturbed  by  the 
difficulty  of  making  an  approximately  correct  estimate  of  the 
population.  The  Census  of  1891  declared  a total  decrease 
in  the  Municipal  Borough  of  101  since  the  Census  in 
1881.  But  since  1891  a large  number  of  houses  have  been 
erected  in  the  Eastern  District  (chiefly),  so  that  one  may 
fairly  estimate  the  present  population  at  38,000. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  Birchs  registered  is  903,  equal  to  a 
birth-rate  of  2376  per  1,000  per  annum ; the  birth-rate  in 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  at  29*6  per 
1,000  per  annum  in  the  Report  of  the  Registrar-General. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  is  821,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  20-63  per  1,000  per  annum. 

The  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  given  for  the 
same  period  at  16*6  per  1,000  per  annum.

Sanatorium,  and  the  house,  etc.,  fumigated,  and  the  bedding, 
etc.,  disinfected  through  the  “Washington  Lyon,”  the  same 
day  (Sunday).  The  case,  a very  marked  one  of  the 
modified  type,  did  very  well ; there  were  two  fair  marks  of 
vaccination. 


SCARLET  FEVER 


Scarlet  Fever,  which  had  been  very  prevalent  in  Kxeter 
during  1893,  was  still  epidemic  in  January,  1S94.  It  has 
gradually  declined  as  the  year  went  on,  but  no  month  has 
been  entirely  free ; 225  cases  in  all  were  notified,  ot  which 
132  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  (Infectious  Hospital) ; of 
these  7 died.  The  remainder,  93,  were  treated  at  their  own 
homes  with  also  7 deaths.  Number  of  Cases  225,  Deaths  14. 

With  regard  to  this  disease,  the  weekly  notification  lists 
sent  me  by  the  Local  Government  Board  show  that  it  has 
prevailed  during  the  whole  year,  in  the  entirety  of  England 
at  least. 

In  no  disease  has  the  importance  of  the  immediate  removal 
or  isolation  of  cases  been  more  shown  than  in  Scarlatina.  Before 
the  Sanatorium  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  these  cases,  there 
were  often  twenty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  one  court  or  small 
street  at  cue  time,  and  this  concentration  of  the  cases,  pro- 
duced a very  virulent  and  deadly  type  of  the  disease ; now, 
by  the  early  removal  or  isolation  of  each  case,  the  death-rate 
from  this  complaint  has  fallen  so  that  it  is  now  considerably 
less,  than  that  from  the  noil-notifiable  diseases — Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough.

In  September,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  in 
Roberts’  Road,  Rarkbeare,  with  four  deaths.  I at  once 
ordered  an  inspection  of  the  district,  and  upon  enquiring,  it 
was  found  that  three  of  the  patients  had  been  using  [the  Milk 
from  one  Dairy.  On  examination  at  the  Dairy  nothing  was 
found  wrong,  but  on  going  to  where  the  cows  were  kept  it 
was  found  that  the  well  .water  on  the  premises,  was,  on 
analysis,  highly  contaminated  with  sewage.  The  Dairyman 
upon  being  told  of  this  at  once  closed  the  well  and  had  the 
Exeter  water  laid  on.  Every  precaution  was  also  taken  by 
the  City  Surveyor,  all  sewers  in  the  district  being  effectually 
flushed  with  a solution  of  Perchloride  of  Mercury.  These 
measures  had  the  satisfactory  result  of  stopping  the  epidemic. 
Whilst  on  this  matter  I may  remark  on  the  importance  111 
each  case  of  Bacteorological  Examination,  as  the  only  satis- 
factory proof  of  the  existance  of  Diphtheria.  I am  pleased 
to  add  that  the  Council  have  empowered  me,  to  send  .speci- 
mens of  the  Membranes  in  any  cases  I may  think  fit  to  the 
Clinical  Research  Society.

Typhoid  Fever  had  been  present  throughout  the  year. 
Twenty-eight  cases' were  notified  in  the  first  quarter,  seven 
in  the  second-  quarter, ._eleven-.in  the  third  quarter,  and  ten 
in  the  fourth  quarter,  making  a total  of  56  cases  with  eight 
deaths.  Two  of  the  deaths,  took  place  in  the  Devon  and 
Kxeter  Hospital,  one  was  a seaman  from  the  ship  Harwich ; 
the  man  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  from  the  Basin,  in 
the  St.  Thomas  district,  outside  the  City,  and  died  within 


twelve  hours  after  his  admission.  All  the  houses  in  which 
this  disease  occurred  were  carefully  examined,  and  in  several 
the  sanitary  arrangements  were  found  defective.  Where 
defects  were  found  notice  was  at  once  served  on  the  owners 
10  remedy  them,  and  in  each  case  were  complied  with, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wrkford,  Sanitary  Inspector. 


During  the  year  eleven  cases  were  notified  with  five 
deaths.  These  cases  appear  to  have  been  pretty  equally 
divided  over  the  City.

distinction  between  the  two  classes  of  Erysipelas,  Idiopathic 
and  Traumatic  is  often  a very  ill-defined  one.  As  nowa- 
days, owing  to  the  improved  condition  of  Hospitals,  etc., 
Traumatic  is  comparatively  rare,  and  Idiopathic  is  non- 
infectious.  1 doubt  the  wisdom  of  including  this  in  the 
notifiable  diseases ; in  my  opinion  the  good  is  not  worth  the 
cost.

MEASLES. 


Measles.  Measles  not  being  a notifiable  disease,  there  is  no  means 
of  ascertaining  the  number  of  cases  that  may  have  occurred. 
But  from  information  received,  and  the  deaths  registered,  one 
can  fairly  assume  that  the  epidemic  did  not  commence  until 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Knowing  that  Measles  is 
infectious,  and  has  been,  in  my  own  experience,  conveyed  to 
other  children  before  the  appearance  of  any  symptoms  of  the 
disease,  I do  not  think  it  is  at  all  advisable  to  place  Measles 
amongst  the  notifiable  diseases,  although  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous, if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  could  be  informed 
of  the  earliest  cases  occurring  on  the  outbreak  of  an  epidemic.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  details  of  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Tables  i and  2,  and  the  weekly 
notification  during  the  year  are  shown  by  Chart  1. 

The  Weekly  Mortality  from  these  diseases  is  shown  by 
Chart  2,  and  the  localities  in  which  fatal  cases  have  occurred 
are  indicated  on  the  accompanying  Map  of  the  City. 

Summary  of  Action  taken  to  limit  the  Spread  of 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Summary  jn  every  case  where  proper  isolation  could  not  be  obtained 
in  their  homes,  the  patients  have  been  (as  regard  to  notifi- 
able diseases),  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  in  other  cases 
every  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  due  precautionary  notices  issued  and  notices  sent  to  the 
different  schools  at  which  the  patient  had  been  attending.

The  Council  have  this  year  purchased  a Van  for  the 
distribution  of  the  Disinfected  Clothing,  so  that  there  may 
be  no  danger  from  infection  from  using  the  same  vehicle 
for  collecting  and  returning  Infected  Clothing. 

During  the  past  year  223  rooms  were  fumigated  after 
cases  of  illness,  and  191  chambers  of  bedding,  clothing, 
and  other  articles,  were  disinfected.  In  case  of  need,  disin- 
fectants were  supplied  free.

SANATORIUM  (OR  FEVER  HOSPITAL). 

I append  the  report  presented  to  the  City  Council  by  the 
Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  the  Sanatorium  : — 

REPORT  ON  SANATORIUM  FOR  THE  YEAR  1894 
Gentlemen, 

We  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  Patients  treated 
during  the  year,  although  not  nearly  so  many  as  in  1893, 
was  larger  than  any  other  years,  except  1892  and  1893. 

The  number  of  cases  from  the  County  of  Devon  is  also 
smaller,  doubtless,  in  part,  from  our  having,  in  the  early 
part  of  last  year,  been  obliged  to  refuse  cases,  and  also  from 
the  fact  that  the  St.  Thomas’  Urban  Authority  have  started 
a small  Fever  Hospital  for  themselves.

Owing  to  the  continuance,  over  the  United  Kingdom,  of 
the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  number  of  Patients  has 
still  been  large. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  zymotic  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  in  Exeter  was  364,  of  which  148  have  been  removed 
to  the  Sanatorium. 

The  average  duration  of  each  patient’s  stay  in  the  Sana- 
torium was  47’3  days. 

The  Deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  at  Sanatorium  were:i  in  20, 

The  Deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  in  Exeter  were  8 in  56. 

The  only  Death  from  Typhoid  Fever  at  Sanatorium  came 
from  the  County  of  Devon,  and  died  3 days  after  admission. 

We  would  here  remark  that  if  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  are 
to  be  sent  to  the  Sanatorium  (from  the  County  of  Devon), 
the  earlier  they  are  sent  the  better  for  the  patient. 

‘I  he  Patients  have  been  quiet  and  orderly,  and  most  (at 
least)  of  them  appear  to  have  appreciated  the  benefits  of  the 
treatment  they  have  received. 

We  thank  the  Nursing  Staff  for  their  services,  and  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council  for  providing 
suitable  uniforms  for  the  Nurses,  and  for  their  promise  to 
build  an  Administrative  Block,  and  rebuild  the  old  wooden 
Building,  both  of  which  we  consider  are  improvements 
imperatively  needed,  to  enable  us  to  to  keep  the  Sanatorium 
in  a proper  state  of  efficiency. 

Mr.  Wrkford  (the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector)  again  deserves 
our  heartiest  thanks  for  his  cordial  assistance.

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SEWAGE. 

Sewage.  Nearly  tlie  whole  of  the  Sewage  of  Exeter,  at  present 
discharges  itself  into  the  river  Exe  between  Head  and  Trews* 
Weirs.  The  Council  of  Exeter,  recognising  that  this  cannot 
be  considered  a satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with  the  Sewage 
of  the  City,  have  instructed  their  Surveyor  (Donald 
Cameron,  Esq.)  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  proper  dis- 
posal of  the  same.  This  he  has  done,  and  it  is  proposed 
to  construct  a large  intercepting  Sewer  to  convey  the 
. Sewage  of  Exeter,  so  that  it  may  be  discharged,  highly 

. diluted,  into  the  tidal-way  of  the  Exe.  I need  add  nothing 

further,  as  this  scheme  is  at  present  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Local  Government  Board. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  The  Water  Supply  to  the  City  is  taken  from  the  River 
Supply.  above  the  junction  of  the  Culm,  through  a closed 

culvert:  it  is  thus  first  naturally  filtered.  Then  it  is  pumped 
up  to  the  water-works  where  it  is  again  filtered.  It  is 
frequently  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst  with  satisfactory 
results  (by  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examinations). 
Whilst  in  dry  summers  we  hear  of  water  famines  in  towns 
supplied  from  springs,  we  have  always  had  a sufficient 
supply. 

Two  Wells  have  been  closed  during  the  past  year,  the 
water  upon  the  Analysis  being  found  highly  polluted,  and 
quite  unfit  for  domestic  use. 


SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sanitary  During  the  year  a large  number  of  Sanitary  Improvements 

ments.  have  been  effected  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Surveyor 
and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Courts  have  been 
repaved,  Public  Urinals  and  Water-closet  accommodation 
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provided.  Sewers  and  house  drains  re -constructed  and  ven- 
tilated. Large  automatic  flushing  tanks  have  been  constructed 
on  several  of  the  sewers,  additional  W.C.  accommodation 
provided,  many  dilapidated  houses  repaired,  and  lastly,  several 
houses  have  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
Men  are  also  regularly  employed  in  cleansing  and  disin- 
fecting the  courts  and  alleys,  and  during  the  summer 
fiionths  disinfectants  are  added  to  the  water  used  for  water- 
ing the  streets,  and  the  whole  of  the  courts  and  alleys  are 
cleansed  and  disinfected  at  least  twice  a week.  The 
Council  also  supply  the  inhabitants  of  the  poorer  parts  of 
the  Cit}^  with  lime,  and  the  loan  of  a brush  for  the  purpose 
of  limewashing  their  rooms,  etc.,  upon  an  • order  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES,  BAKEHOUSES,  DAIRIES, 
HIXLKSH0P3,  AND  COWSHEDS. 

- From  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectoi  appended,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  Slaughter  Houses,  Bakehouses, 
Dairies,  Milkshops,  and  Cowsheds  have  been  regularly 
inspected. 

vSome  years  ago  the  number  of  private  .slaughter-houses 
was  twenty-two,  whereas  now  there  are  only  eleven.  The 
abolishing  of  these  slaughter-houses,  situated  as  they  were 
in  densely  crowded  areas,  has  been  a great  benefit  to  the 
public  health.  The , Council  in  1880  established  a Public 
Abattoir,  fitted  with  all  the  modern  appliances.  This,  I 
am  glad  to  fin  I,  is  year  by  }rear  more  used  and  appreciated 
by  the  Butchers  of  the  City,  an  1 the  adjoining  districts. 
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SA1E  OF  FOOD  AND  DKTJGS  ACT. 

During  tlie  year  1S94,  one  hundred  samples  were  taken 

for  Analysis.  The  number  of  adulterated  samples  was  equal 
to  17-  per  cent. 

Taking  the  population  of  the  City  at  38,000,  it  will  be 
seen  that  one  sample  was  taken  for  every  380  inhabitants.

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
ANNUAL  REPORT  as  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  City  and  County 

of  the  City  of  Exeter. 

Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
a great  amount  of  useful  and  permanent  work  has  been  done. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  year,  the  City  was  suffering  from  an 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  constant  calls  were  made  upon  the  private 
time  of  myself  and  assistant,  many  of  the  patients  being  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium  on  Sundays  and  public  holidays  and  often  late  at  night. 


The  work  under  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act  during 
the  past  year,  has  of  necessity  taken  up  a considerable  amount  of  time 
considering  that  in  every  case  notified  (with  the  exception  of  Erysipelas) 
three  visits  at  least  are  paid  to  each  case,  and  all  infected  rooms  are 
disinfected  with  Sulphur  Dioxide,  and  all  infected  articles  of  clothing 
and  bedding  removed  and  disinfected  through  the  “ Washington  Lyon'’ 
disinfecting  chamber. 

During  the  year,  859  visits  were  paid  to  premises  in  which  infectious 
disease  had  occurred,  and  in  each  case  Notices  giving  general  instruc- 
tions and  setting  forth  the  law  as  to  wilful  exposure  while  suffering  from 
infectious  disease,  were  left  at  the  house,  and  disinfectants  supplied 

when  needed. 
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During  the  past  year,  154  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  removed 
to  your  Sanatorium  and  in  each  case  the  premises  were  disinfected  the 
same  day  or  next  following,  and  all  clothing  and  bedding  that  had  been 
exposed  to  infection  removed  and  disinfected  by  superheated  steam. , 

The  Ambulance  was  at  once  disinfected  after  the  removal  of  etch  esse. 


PUBLIC  ABATTOIR  AND  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  Public  Abattoir  has  been  regularly  inspected  and  is  kept  in  a 
very  sanitary  condition. 

Nine  hundred  visits  have  been  paid  to  Slaughter-houses  in  the  City, 
and  in  most  cases  they  have  been  found  to  be  in  compliance  with  the 
Bye-Laws. 

Legal  Proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case  under  the  Bye-Laws  for 
Slaughter-houses,  and  one  cannot  but  regret  that  the  Magistrates  could 
not  see  their  way  to  convict  in  this  case. 


The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Public  Abattoir  during  the  year  18Q4: —

DRAIN  TESTING. 

During  the  past  year,  259  tests  have  been  applied  to  Drains,  and  in 
every  case  where  drains  are  relaid  they  are  thoroughly  tested,  either  by 
the  Hydraulic  01  Smoke  Tests,  before  being  covered  up. 
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The  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  have  been  inspecte 1 , and 
reports  as  to  their  sanitary  condition  sent  to  the  Inspector  of  Common 
Lodging  Houses. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  of  Offensive  Trades  in  the  City  is  very  small,  the 
premises  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  the  trades  are  conducted  in 
a regular  and  satisfactory  manner. 


UNSOUND  MEAT,  VEGETABLES,  &c- 

Frequent  and  periodical  inspection  has  been  made  of  Shops  and  the 

Markets  in  the  City  for  the  detection  of  unsound  meat,  fruit,  and  other 
articles  of  food  ; in  three  cases  only  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take 
legal  proceedings. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MXLKSHOPS  ORDERS. 

There  are  now  103  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  registered 
under  the  Orders,  all  of  which  are  regularly  inspected.  One  cannot  but 
think  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  Public  Health  if  a large  number 
of  the  smaller  milk  sellers  could  be  prohibited  from  selling  milk, 
considering  that,  in  many  cases,  all  kinds  of  commodities  are  sold  in  the 

same  shop. 


INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  system  of  house  to  house  inspection  of  the  smallest  houses, 
cottage  property,  and  courts  and  alleys  in  the  City,  has  been  carried  out 
by  myself  and  Assistant,  and  these  inspections  have  been  the  means  of 
discovering  a great  number  of  nuisances  which  would  otherwise  have 
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been  allowed  to  remain.  Many  of  these  nuisances  were  entirely  due  to 
the  carelessness  and  filthy  habits  of  the  tenants  of  the  houses,  and  it  is 
only  by  constant  supervision  that  some  districts  in  the  City  can  be  kept 
in  anything  like  a sanitary  condition.  These  nuisances  have  been 
abated  either  by  the  owners  or  occupiers,  but  there  is  a certain  class  of 
tenants  which  is  continually  a source  of  trouble  to  owners  of  this  class 
of  property,  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  only  in  a few  cases  have  legal 
measures  had  to  be  taken  for  the  abatement  of  this  kind  of  nuisance 
The  cleansing  of  the  courts  and  alleys  is  done  by  a staff  of  men  employed 

by  the  Council.
